Ouray, Colo.. 
March IT—A 
mam­ 
moth snowslide In the Mount Sneffels 
district, six miles south of Ouray, dur­ 
ing the night wrecked the Camp Bird 
mine mill, tramhouse, boardinghouse 
and readingroom. 
William Cressey is 
known to have been killed and it is 
feared that other lives were lost. 
A 
number of men, It is reported, were 
seriously injured. 
The property loss 
is estimated ut from $ iud,OOO to $500,- 
000. 
* 
The Camp Bird bunkhouse, adjoin- 
*|g 
the 
readingroom, 
which 
was 
wrecked, narrowly escaped tieing en­ 
gulfed and crushed. 
There were be 
tween 200 and 250 
miners and mill 
employes in this 
building when the 
slide came down. 
The residence of 
General Manager Cox also escaped (le­ 
st ruction by a narrow margin. 
The 
slid*' had largely spent its force before 
reaching the assay shops and general 
offices of the Camp Bird mine. 
This 
avalanche, which moves annually and 
is called the United States slick*, was 
larger this year than ever before, 
it 
started moving at 7 o’clock p. rn., fol­ 
lowing it« usual course. 
As a rule it 
spends its force by the time it reaches 
the gulch, but this time it continued 
on to the Camp Bird mill, crushing it 
like an eggshell. 
This large mill, be­ 
ing in the doect path of the avalanche, 
checked ifs terrific force, otherwise it 
would probably have reached and de­ 
stroyed tile bunkhouse. 


Communication Interrupted. 


Telephone communication with the 
Mount Sneffelo. district lias been inter­ 
rupted fer f< ar days and the first news 
of the dis a ter was 
brought to this 
city during the afternoon by C o u n t y 
Commissioner 
Smith, 
who left 
the 
mine 
at daybreak. 
A 
rescue p a r t y 
started out at once, but it will take 
them several hours 
to reach Meant 
Sneffels, as the roads and trains are 
blocked with snow. 
A telephone message r* reived bere 
from Silverton at 3 p. rn. stated that a 
report has been 
received there that 
scores of miners were killed by the 
destruction of tile Camp Bird board­ 
inghouse, but this report is discredited 
here. 
The Camp Bird clubhouse was one 
of the finest ever built for a similar 
purpose. 
Camp Bird is the mine sold 
by Thomas E. Walsh, the millionaire 
mine owner, several years ago to an 
English company. 
The 
destruction 
of the 
provision 
house 
at Camp 
Bird 
cuts 
off 
the 
food supply. 
The 250 men employed 
in the mine, fearing other slides may 
come, have taken refuge in tile tun­ 
nel. 
Preparations are being mach* to 
rescue the men or get food to them be­ 
fore the snow makes it impossible to 
reach them. 
Rescuing parties started from Ouray 
for the scene of the accident, but were 
forced back by the storm and it will 
be impossible for anyone to reach the 
mine for some hours yet. 
In 
addition 
to 
those 
mentioned 
above, slides have run among all the 
mountains around Ouray, 
During the afternoon a slide took 
out the power 
line of the 
Animas 
M ining. company. 
Later 
a 
second 
slide destroyed 
three-quarters 
of a 
mile of the power line of the Telluride 
power plant, which furnishes power to 
the Revenue, 
San Pedro 
and Atlas 
mines. 
Lines of communication have been 
interrupted to the following mines be­ 
sides the Camp 
Bird: 
The Bankers 
National, 
employing 
80 
men; 
the 
Revenue, employing 200; the Atlas, 
employing IG, and the San Pedro, em­ 
ploying IGO men.

Caroline Yon Dem Bussche, said to b e 
the divorced wife of Baron Yon Dem 
Bus.-,che 
Hadenhausen, 
a 
German 
baron of Berlin, committed suicide bj 
shooting at the headquarters of her 
son. Second Lieutenant Carl Frederick 
Von Dem Bussche of the Eighteenth 
infantry, 
U S. A., at Fort 
Leaven 
worth 
during the 
day. 
Lieutenant 
Yon Dem Bussche is a cousin of Frei­ 
herr Yon Dem Bussche Hadenhausen, 
first secretary 
of the German 
em­ 
b a s s y at Washington. D. C. 
No cause except that possibly mel­ 
ancholia is known for the woman hav­ 
ing taken her life. 
The officers at the 
fort decline lo make known any defi­ 
nite* facts regarding the affair. 
Mrs, Yon Dem Bussche killed her­ 
self by firing a bullet into lier head in 
her room adjoining lier son’s private 
room, where she had lived with him 
for some time past. 
She is known to 
have been treated last summer for a 
nervous disease at Denver, where the 
family formerly lived. 
Baron Von Dem 
Bussche and his 
wife 
are said to 
have come 
to tho 
United States from Prussia, where he 
wras believed to have owned large es­ 
tates several years 
ago. 
He was a 
mining engineer and for many years 
lived at Denver, where 
the son was 
born. 
Tho son, Carl 
Frederick, enlisted 
in the Sixth infantry 
in 1898 and in 
1901 was commissioned a second lieu­ 
tenant. 
Three years ago Lieutenant 
Von Dem Bussche wras ordered to Hie 
Philippines with his regiment and ii is 
mother accompanied him 
When he 
returned to Fort Leavenworth some­ 
thing over a year ago she followed him 
and 
since then has 
lived with 
the 
young officer at the officers’ quarters 
at the fort. 
Six months ago her hus­ 
band visited her here, but soon left 
and it was stated returned to Berlin, 
where he now resides. 
Later it be­ 
came known that the couple had been 
"divorced. 
Mrs. Von Dem Bussche shot herself 
through the head at 10:30 a. rn. 
She 
was forty-six years of age.

Sheboygan, 
AVis., March 
19.—Tho 
Goodrich steamer Atlanta, which left 
Ibis port for Milwaukee at IO o’clock 
a. rn., was burned to the water’s edge 
twelve mile * south of Sheboygan and 
about five miles out. 
The Atlanta Is 
valued at about $150,000 and the boat 
and cargo are a total loss. 
Th© At 
lanta left 
Sheboygan at 10 
o’clock 
southbound with a crew of sixty men 
and only two 
passengers. 
The fire 
was discovered 
at 11:15 
by smoke 
from the hold and the blaze was locat­ 
ed with great difficulty. 
The crew of 
men 
was set 
to work fighting 
the 
flames at once and the fight was kept 
up until I o’clock, when Captain Mc­ 
Cauley decided to abandon the ship. 
The crew* and two passengers were 
put 
off in 
the lifeboats 
and 
were 
picked up by the tug Tessler without 
trouble, as there was no sea running. 
About this time the steamer Georgia 
hove in sight and relieved the Tessler 
of her load of passengers. 
The Goer 
cia proceeded to this port, leaving tile 
Atlanta a total 
wreck close 
to the 
beach, for which she 
had been run. 
The origin of the fire is a mystery to 
the 
officers of the 
boat, but 
it is 
thought it may have been started by a 
carelessly thrown cigar. 
But one lift* 
wras lost in the wreck. Mike Hickey, a 
deckhand, was drowned in trying to 
escape from tile flames. 
His home is 
unknown. 
The fact that there was not a heavy 
sea, which 
is usual at this 
time of 
year, undoubtedly saved many lives. 
It w*as Impossible to obtain the names 
of the two passengers, as the boat’s 
books were burned in the fire. 
Tho 
Atlanta was commanded bv Captain 
McCauley, who stands high with the 
Goodrich company. 
The 
first mate 
was George Stines and the chief engi­ 
neer was Joseph Predeka. 
None of the officers cared to make 
a statement as to the cause of the fire.

continually in t ii is 
district. 
There has not been 
a train run be­ 
tween Telluride arui Durango for over 
a week and the road is still blocked by 
snowslide.-; near Ophir and Rio.

graph aud telephone communications 
are seriously interrupted.

Citizens of Lethbridge, Can., Fear Min­ 
ers May Become Disorderly. 


Great Falls, Mont., March 19.—The 
strike of the 
coal miners 
at Leth­ 
bridge, Alberta, Can., 
has caused so 
much uneasiness among Hie citizens 
that they have called 
upon the Do­ 
minican 
government to render 
as­ 
sistance. 
The Northwest mounted po­ 
lice have been placed in control of the 
town and martial law practically pre­ 
vails. 
This action appears to have ir­ 
ritated the miners still further and the 
citizens fear grave disorders. 
More than 500 men, members of flu* 
union, are on s t r i k e and there are still 
IOO at w o r k under police protection. 
These are greeted daily by volleys of 
snowballs and stones as they go to 
work. 
During the evening an explosion of 
dynamite occurred in the outskirts of 
the town, but no damage was done, 
lf 
is thought to have been accidental. 
F. IL Sherman, district president of 
the union workers, says the strike may 
be extended to other coal mines in Al 
bort a and British Columbia unless an 
agreement is reached. 
Many of the smaller 
towns in Al­ 
berta are now on the verge of a coal 
famine. 
All 
shipments 
to outside 
points have been stopped. 


W O M A N B U R N E D T O D E A T H . 


Five Others Overcome by Smoke at a 


Fire in Kansas City. 


Kansas City, Mo., March 19.—Miss 
Agues 
Inman, a corsetmaker, 
who 
came here three months ago from St. 
Louis, was burned to death and five 
other women were overcome by smoke 
in a fire in the annex of the Altman 
building 
at Eleventh 
and 
Walnut 
streets in this city at night. 
Most of 
the tenants of the building are pro 
tensional women and many of them 
sleep in their offices. 
Miss Inman was 
sleeping on the fourth floor and she 
was dead when the firemen found her. 
The other women were taken down 
stairs on ladders by the firemen. They 
were all revived in a short time. The 
fire started from 
a kiln in which ar­ 
tists 
had been burning 
china. 
Tho 
property loss is trivial. 


Armed Crowd Attacks a Prison. 


Warsaw, Russian Poland, March 19. 
—An armed crowd during the day at­ 
tacked 
the prison at Pawia 
street, 
killed a warder and mortally Injured 
two others and 
liberated a political 
prisoner named Zaleski. 


Objects to Campaign of New York Life 


Officers for Their Re-Election, 


New York, March 19.—Samuel Un- 
termyer, counsel for the International 
Policyholders’ committee of the New 
York Life Insurance company, during 
the day sent a H*t t <*r to Alexander E. 
Orr, president of the New York Life, 
protesting in the name of the policy­ 
holders against what he terms the ex­ 
traordinary effort that is being made 
by the officers of the company to ob­ 
tain proxies for Hie annual election 
which is to be held early in April. 
Mr. Untermyer’s letter explains the 
objection 
of Hie committee 
and de­ 
clares that no election should be held 
until legislation affecting 
the insur­ 
ance bluffness is passed. 
Addressing Mr. Orr, Mr. Untermyer 
says that as the representative of up­ 
wards of 50,000 policyholders In tin* 
company he has 
been instructed to 
protest in their behalf “against Hu* 
extraordinary use that is boing made 
jy you and your officers of the agency 
force of tho company who are being 
pressed into the service of soliciting 
proxies for the re-election of yourself 
and associates as directors at enorm­ 
ous expense to the policyholders. 
“I am 
informed,” the letter 
con­ 
tinues, “that within tho past few days 
you sent out from your head office to 
your entire agency force throughout 
Hie country telegrams urging them to 
collect policies. 
I have before m e one 
of a number of printed letters and cir­ 
culars issued from your head office 
signed by the cashier of your company 
with an accompanying form of proxy 
addressed to policyholders, enclosing 
a biography of each of the directors 
and 
officers whom 
you seek 
to re­ 
elect, including yourself. 
This proxy 
is to Messrs. John 
Chimin, Oscar S. 
Strauss and Clarence 
P. Mackay, of 
whom biographies are also enclosed, 
printed at Hie expense of the policy­ 
holders. 
“lf these documents have been sent 
to every policyholder the cost to the 
company of postage alone would be 
about $30,000 and the cost of printing 
the stationery 
as much 
more. 
How 
you justify such expenditures (to say 
nothing of the manifest impropriety 
of such (cation at this juncture) I fail 
to understand. 
“These documents are coming to us 
in 
great 
numbers from 
infuriated 
policyholders, 
with the request that 
our committee take some action to pre­ 
vent your thus wasting the money of 
the policyholders In the attempt to 
return yourself to office.”

Members (lf th*’ Aero Club of A m eri­ 
ca have been enthusiastically discuss­ 
ing th** eighty mile Hight recently m ade 
by Charles Levee, the Frenc h aeronaut, 
xvlmn lie sped in his tmlloon from W est 
Point halfw ay across tho Catskills aud 
then back to Hurley, N. Y., whore lit* 
lauded. 
P reparations are soon to be 
w ade for other ascensions a t either 
,Vest Point, Pittsfield or Tuxedo. 
H ad it not been for the light breeze 
at the start, which m ade his progress 
com paratively slow, and tho change In 
the wind while lie was above tin* m oun­ 
tains tlte aeronaut adm itted that he 
would have tried to cross tin* Catskills 
ami laud somewhere in the Mohawk 
valley. 
B ut by th** tim** he had been 
aloft betw een tw o and three hours he 
realized th a t tin* supply of gas was 
becoming exhausted, and In* sought a 
landing place, which In* found at ton 
minutes past <s o’clock in a field at the 
rear of tin* residence of M atthew Ten 
Eyck Dc W itt a fte r four hours and Iif 
teen m inutes had elapsed since his a s­ 
cension, 
W hen he returned to New York Mr. 
Levee gave the folloxving description 
of his trit>. says the New York H erald: 
“One of my hopes is that I m ay cross 
lh** great lakes, but that is a trip that j 
ought not to I ** attem pted except in the 
sum m er mouths. 
I understand th a t th* 
upper currents over the lakes have not 
been studied, but there w ould be abso­ 
lutely 
no danger during the w arm 
months, provided, of course, one had a 
good balloon. It would have to be lar­ 
ger anti heavier than the one I used on 
Sunday, Feb. ll, and under those con 
ditlons anybody could 
trust himself 
x, itll an experienced aeron au t to tit** 
trii> without serious danger of accident. 
“For W est Point as a place for a s­ 
censions I have nothing but praise, but 
the next tim e it xvouid he better to 
start from the middle of th** parade 
ground, so as to obviate all d an ger of 
striking som e object when the balloon 
is let go. The gas w ith which the bal­ 
loon w as inflated is the best I have 
ever used, but another tim e the pres­ 
sure on gilt to be greater an d th** pipe 
leading from th** tanks to the balloon 
larger, so th a t not so m uch tim e xvouid 
be lost in m aking ready to start. The 
capacity of the balloon I used is 12,250 
cubic feet. 
“ Nowhere except in the Alps have I 
seen such magnificent scenery. 
The 
mountains are high enough, so that 
even front ti height of 3,(HJO feet the 
rl(lg**< an d valleys show a stro n g con­ 
trast, which is not true of til** com para­ 
tively low hills of F ra n ce n ear Paris. 
At tb<* sam e time the Catskills are not 
too high to b ar any experienced aero­ 
naut xx itll ti good balloon from crossing 
them an d landing m any miles beyond 
them. There are difficulties in the way 
of m aking extended trips, however, 
while the w eather Is cold. T he silk cov­ 
ering of Un* balloon becomes brittle for 
on** thing, and th** freezing of the sand 
ballast m akes it Impossible to sprinkle 
it out in small lots, which is the usual 
mode of procedure. B u t these a re mi­ 
nor points, and, taken as a whole, the 
trip w as a complete success. 
“ I found very little wind until I w as 
up 2,40(i feet, where there w as a t first a 
strong xx* in * I from the south. 
At ten 
m inutes a fte r 4 o’clock, fifteen m inutes 
after the start, I sailed under the shad- 
of Storm King, when* I had to throw 
over ballast, as the gas contracted. 
Fifteen m inutes later I w a s off Corn­ 
wall, w here for ten m inutes I hung al­ 
most stationary a t a height of about 
1,500 fe et. 
“Then cam e a wind from the south­ 
east, and a t un altitude of 8,000 feet, 
the highest point I reached, I w as car­ 
ried along at a rate of tw en ty miles an 
hour. 
W hen the sun set a t 5 o’clock I 
had to throw over a bag of ballast, and 
ten m inutes later all th a t I had left 
Was frozen solid. 
“ It w as ju st ten m inutes afte r (I 
o’clock xvhcn I was directly above the 
crest of the Catskills. 
I am certain of 
my general position because of the 
xviii** view I had, but except th a t I xvas 
about *lu»* west of tin* point at which I 
landed I do not know the e x act spot, 
never having been over tin* country. 
Then the clouds began to gather, and 
th** w ind turned sharply and drove mo 
down a deep valley. 
I held the balloon 
most of the w ay not more than 200 feet 
from tin* earth and let my guide rope 
drag over the roofs of the houses over 
which I passed. 
We do that in Europe 
som etim es, and th** people Inside think 
the devil is riding in tin* air. but it evi­ 
dently did not disturb any one whose 
home I hit. 
"F inally the guide rope caught iii the 
top of a tree arni held me up xvith a 
Jerk. 
T o save th** balloon from being 
torn I cast the rope loose. 
As I cann* 
down th e valley with the wind blowing 
about tw en ty miles an hour I kept close 
to the ground, looking for a landing 
place, and finally, after xvhat turned 
out to h<* about two hours, I saxv the 
field b a c k of Mr. De W itt’s place. When 
nobody an sw ered my shouts I pulled 
the rip coni and landed in deep snow. 
.hist as I w as try in g to land there w as 
a sudden squall, but I m ade it all right, 
anti the only danger was of tearing the 
balloon. 
I am ready and anxious to 
m ake a n oth er ascension as soon as post 
si hie.”
